- Whereas the Government are satisfied that public 
interest requires that all the Establishments situated in the All India Industrial, 
Agricultural, Educational and Arts Exhibition , Cannanore 

should 
be exempted from the pr visions of sections 10 and 11 of the Kerala 
Shops and Commercial Establishments Act, 1960 (34 of 1960) during the 
period of exhibition ; 

Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 5 of the 
said Act, the Government of Kerala hereby exempt all the Establishments 
situated in the said exhibition ground from the provisions of Sections 10 and 
11 of the said Act for a period of 31 days from 1-1-1974 to 31-1-1974 (both 
days inclusive) subject to the following conditions ; namely : 
1. No person shall be required to work in the said establishments 

for more than sixty hours in a week ; 
2 . Every person employed in the said establishments shall be allowed 

a holiday of one whole day in a week ; and 
3. Overtime wages shall be paid for the work done in excess of forty 
eight hours in a week .

S.R.O. No. 778 /73. - Whereas the Government are satisfied that Public 
interest so requires that all the Shops and Establishments situated in this 
State should be exempted from the provisions of Sections 10 and 11 of the 
Kerala Shops and Commercial Establishments Act, 1960 (34 of 1960), in 
connection with BAKRID ; 

Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 5 of the 
said Act, theGovernment of Kerala hereby exempt all the Shops and Establish 
ments situated in the State from the provisions of Sections 10 and 11 of the 
said Act for a period of 4 days from 2-1-1974 to 5-1-1974 (both days inclusive ) 
in connection with Bakrid subject to the following conditions, namely : 
1. Every person employed shall be allowed a holiday of one whole 

day in a week ; 
2 . No person employed shall be allowed to work more than sixty hours 

in a week ; and 
3 . Overtime wages shall be paid for the work done in excess of forty 
eight hours in a week .
